Dr. Paul Dudley White,- personal physician to President 
Eisenhower, delivered the second annual Lyman Duff 
Memorial . Lecture Wednesday night at Moyse Hall. He 
spoke on the need for the identification and protection of 
disease in susceptible persons. 
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. "What U food for one niay be 
poison for another", he quoted, 
but added that little has been 
done to apply this to the study 
of medicine. 

Dr. White stressed the impor- 
tance of every person's keeping 
a medical history — a record ol 
physical functions such as pulse 
rate, and of having electrocardio- 
graphs and chest X-rays in early 
life. There are no adequate 
tables for certain cardiactric and 
vnscular functions, he said, since 
normal pressure and pulse rate 
varies from person to person. 

"Why should we protect 100 fa 
of the population, if only 5% 
are susceptible?" asked Dr. 
White. "99% of the money spent

STUDY OF VICTIMS 

"A close study of the racial 
and physical characteristics of 
coronary heart victims could be 
of great help to mankind to find 
the candidates for the disease," 
said Dr. White. Pointing out t|ie 
many mistaken ideas people hold, 
he mentioned that work and 
physical exercise are not causes 
but aggravations of Jieart disease. 
Similarly, fatty diets and animal 
fats irritate conditions only in 
certain people. 

Dr. White is a graduate of 
Harvard University, was one of 
the founders of the American 
Heart Association, and is pres- 
ently one -of the outstanding 
heart specialists in the United 
States.

Students And Staff 
Walk Out In Paris 

PARIS, Nov. 19 — Professors and students of the 
Faculty of Sciences at the University of Paris went on a 
thirty-six hour strike Wednesday in a protest against the 
lack of teaçhers and room to teach. 



The Science faculty buildings 
of the University were construc- 
ted in 1896 with, facilities, ac- 
cording to faculty members, for 
2,200 students. More than 19,000 
students are using these facil- 
ities this year, an increase of 
3,000 over last year. 

Students, many in white lab- 
oratory coats," and profes'sors in 
their red, black and ermine 
academic robes gathered at a' 
mass meeting which started the 
strike in the courtyard, of the 
Sorbonne, the university's Facul- 
ty of Arts and Letters. Students 
and teachers gave speeches sta- 
ting that it was impossible to 
work under present conditions. 
Large police ' forces were sta- 
tioned in the area, but there 
was no violence. 

French youth" has been urged 
to enter the science field, -as in 
other countries, but facilities 
have proven, inadequate to meet 
thé influx of students. 



Daily as many as 1,000 stu- 
dents have* attempted to fight 
their way. into lecture halls de- 
signed to hold less than one- 
third that number. 

To alleviate matters slightly, 
government officials have assign- 
ed lecture halls from other fa- 



culties to the faculty of Science, 
but this move does not provide 
a permanent solution. 



Free Polio Shots 
Begin Next Week 

- All McGill students are elig- 
ible, for the free polio shots 
which will be given next week 
at thé expense of . the provincial 
government. The clinic will be 
held in the Union Lounge next 
week from Monday till Friday, 
12-2:30 pm. 

All that is asked of students 
is that they register. Two shots 
will be given before Christmas 
and the third six months later. 

The. Quebec Command of the 
Canadian Legion, in conjunction 
with the Canadian March of 
Dimes, is sponsoring the clinic. 
The Salk vaccine, intended to 
prevent paralytic polio; was 80% 
effective in 1955. Since Mprch 
C5,000-70,000 people have been 
vaccinated by tire Canadian 
Foundation for Poliomyelitis. 

Quebec is the first province in 
which university .students have 
had the opportunity of receiving 
free shots. 



It is natural but still, I think, 
noteworthy that so many former 
Georgians have gone to McGill, 
and wo are pleased to count 
among our student body and, of 
course, on our faculty many sons 
and daughters of old McGill. For 
some years now, Sir George Wil- 
liams College has had more gra- 
duates in the Faculty of Gradua- 
te Studies and Research of Mc- 
Gill than has any other universi- 
ty except McGill itself. This, I re- 
peat, is natural in that the two 
institutions are in the same city 
and -Sir George Williams gives no 
graduate work. This fact itself 
shows, however, the cooperative 
relationship referred to above. 
Certain faculties and schools 
have also accepted a fair number 
of graduates of this College. 
Among these are Law, Social 
Work, Teacher Training, Library- 
Science and others. Several gra- 
duates and undergraduates have 
entered the Faculty of Dentistry, 
to whk!h we feel we have à spe- 
cial relationship in that it was the 
first faculty to accept our gra- 
duates and that several former 
students and graduates of Sir 
George Williams have received ~ 
appointment to the staff. 

EVENING EDUCATION 

It is well knpwn, of course, 
that Sir George Williams has em- 
phasized evening education. In 
fact, it is among the larger even- 1 
ing colleges of North. America. 
In my opinion, however, -our 
chief achievement, if it can be so ' 
called, is the maintenance of a . 
parallelism between the day and 
evening divisions. This, I think, 
is not too common, although I 
know of other institutions in 
which it exists. I have, of course.

New Engineering 
Course Now Part 
Of Curriculum 

In September, 1058, Sir Georga 
Williams College expanded its 
. curriculum to Include an Engin- 
eering Program. At present ono 
hundred students are taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunities of- 
fered by this' course. The small 
enrollment permits the Instructor 
to give practically individual at- ■ 
tention to each student. For ex- 
, ample, there are only sixteen in 
, the day section of the second 
year. 

1 

The course differs from its 
McGill counterpart in that it 
commences after Senior Matri- 
culation. It continues for two 
years, after which the student 
receives a certificate. He may 
then proceed to a university and 
complete his engineering degree. 
The curriculum Is much the sama 
as McGill in order that the stu- 
dent may transfer to McGill for 
his last two years with a mini- 
mum of effort. The second year 
student' may specialize - in civil, 
. mechanical, electrical' or chem- 
ical engineering, but receives no 
instruction in Arts courses other 
than those necessary for Senior * 
Matriculation. 

The program offered by Sir 
George is not a completely new 
idea. It has been in force at 
Loyola for some ,time. This is 
the first time that night courses 
in Engineering have been offer- 
■ ed. This opens the field to many 
people who would otherwise be 
unable to study this branch. 

Professor Jack Bordan who 
heads the Engineering division, 
commented to the Dally that Mc- 
Gill had offered fine cooperation 
and was instrumental in the 
• founding of the new division.

achieving of an academic degree. 

It would be difficult to convey 
the true story of the hopes and 
aspirations, the struggles and sa- 
crifices, the perseverance and 
steady, dogged courage of the 
hundreds of people of this city 
for whom the 'midnight oil' is a 
constant daily ration and' "for 
whom both ends of the candle 
burn in nightly oblation to the 
vision which they have set. before 
themselves." The average length 
of time to complete the degree 
program in the evening Is six to 
seven years. Others because of 
circumstances may work for ten 
to eleven years to reach their 
goal: many have not only com-, 
pleted their entire college requi- 
rements in the evening but have 
also fulfilled elementary and se- 
condary school requirements at 
night In the Sir George Williams 
High School. Is It surprising that 
the entire staff of Sir George Wil- 
liams College is filled with admi- 
ration for the courage and the 
tenacity of these evening .stu- 
dents — and greatly appreciative 
of the intellectual ability and ma- 
ture qualities of the population 
of the Evening Division, of Sir 
George Williams College.

allowed to enter Sir George, per- 
mission Is given only after a 
thorough Interview and tests by the 
student counselor, followed by a 
special faculty committee meeting 
which considers the future of the 
young man or woman "asking for 
another chance". 

The administrative official also 
stated that nearly 50% of McGM's 
"failures'* are refused admission 
annually to S.G.W.C. The same 
policy applies to any transfer stu- 
dent from a Canadian or If. S. 
University. 

Students who arc accepted must 
faco a tough undergraduate cur- 
riculum, which does not differ a 
great deal from McGlll's, or that 
of other higher educational Insti- 
tutions. 

All Commerce. Arts, and Scien- 
ce undergraduates must take twen- 
ty-one courses for their respective 
degree requirements. Commerce 
and Arts students have to include 
at least three full courses in En- 
glish and two additional courses 
in the Humanities and Social Sci- 
ences. 

Up to this year, students of any 
faculty had to take three general 
survey courses in their first and 
second year. These were Humani- 
ties 210,' Social Science 210. and 
Natural Science. The College's 
faculty felt that a student should 
have an insight into the many 
academic fields to be able to de- 
cide on what courses to concen- 
trate. The new regulations, in- 
troduced this fall, permit a stu- 



dent not to take the pandemic 
courses. Ho must, however, take 
a number of subjects in each ol 
these fields as alternates. 

Students who plan to spend less 
time on their studies than is re- 
quired for obtaining a degree qua- 
lify for a Diploma of Associate 
after completing a two year pro- 
gramme. This is applicable later 
if the holder of an Associate Di- 
ploma decides to work for a de- 
gree. 

Tuition per year for Arts, Com- 



merce, and Science h 5300, com- 
pared with McGlll's 55SO-J400. 
Each additional full course I* $60 
for day students and $50 for ev- 
ening students. Seventeen various 
scholarships and bursaries are 
available to students who show high 
academic ability and a need for 
funds to continue their education. 
Loans can be obtained from the 
Sir George Wllllamr College Alum- 
nae Association.

Unity for Action 

Sir George Williams College has grown steadily dur- 
ing the last twenty years, in size as well as in stature. 
Today it is counted as one of Montreal's leading institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

Founded by the YMCA as an evening school, its con- 
tribution to. Canadian education has always been primari- 
ly in the field of the evening college. It has provided the 
benefits of education to thousands who otherwise would 
have been deprived of them. It has enriched, the lives of 
countless persons, anxious to learn, but unable to devote 
the daytime hours to attending university. 

Today Sir George is more than a mere night school. It 
operates on "two shifts" and during the day, the class- 
rooms are crowded with young men and women studying 
everything from philosophy to engineering, from art to re-, 
tailing. 

It is because we feel that this young college plays an 
important role in the.development of our city and our coun- 
try and because we think that students at McGill should 
know more about their colleagues at SGWC that we devote 
this issue to a study of our neighbour and her problems. 

It is particularly important for students of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec to know each other and to stand united. 
. We share many common problems, problems unknown to 
our colleagues in other parts of Canada. We are the stu- 
dents who have to beg for ten months until we are granted 
an interview with our Prime Minister to discuss an ar- 
chaic educational system. We are the students who have to 
walk out of classes in order-to maké the public aware of 
our conditions. We av:. the students who lag behind in the 
cducational developm nt'of Canada. 

We hope that thîa special issue will foster better un- : 
derstanding between -the students of bothliniversities. We 
must know each other if we are to act together and it is 
our duty to act. - 

Compulsory Insurance 

Our Premier demonstrated his complete disregard for 
the safety of the citizens of Quebec when he went on re- 
cord as stating that his government will never' favour a 
compulsory insurance plan for motor Vehicles in this pro- 
vince. • ' « . t 

He stated that "compulsory insurance means that you 
oblige the citizen to spend $100 to $200 for insurance, but 
you do nothing to provide him with the means to buy this 
insurance." He further said that he does not favour setting 
up an "unsatisfied judgment, fund" such as npw exists in 
Ontario and other provinces. This system makes every mo- 
torist pay a fee (usually $1) towards a fund which is used 
to pay off debts of financially irresponsible drivers. This, 
the Premier says, "is a good case of making the good driv- 
ers pay forMhc bad drivers". 

First of all, compulsory insurance on all cars on the 
road is the best form of protection for every citizen, whe- 
ther he owns a car or not, against a' financial calamity. 
The fact that all citizens are not provided with the means 
to buy insurance is at least equalled .by the fact that 
citizens are also not provided with the means to buy auto- 
mobiles. Driving a car for private purposes is a luxury, 
and insurance should be regarded as a part of, that luxury. 

Secondly, it is highly unlikely that a motorist who is 
financially responsible would complain about paying a 
«mail fee into a fund for his own , protection.. -Although 
he is paying for the bad driver, it. is much cheaper to pay- 
the one dollar than to sustain a collision with' a financially 
irresponsible vehicle owner.- . 

Insurance rates in this province are the highest in 
Canada. The fact that there is no compulsory insurance 
partially accounts for this. It is improbable that intro- 
ducing such legislation would raise' thé premiums — <a 
fact which the Premier maintains. 

The major reason, howeyer, for the high premiums is 
the absence of enforcement -of laws governing mechanical 
condition of vehicles on the road. It is a safe wager to 
nay that a considerable portion of Quebec cars would not 
pass the mechanical safety : inspection in Ontario;- or the 
state of New Yo*rk. 

A change in the attitude of- the present government 
is sorely needed.

Over 4,600 Students In 
SGWC Evening School

Four thousand, six hundred 
and twenty persons' are enrolled 
in classes in the Evening Division 
of Sir George Williams College 
for the academic year, 1058-59. 
Every week-day evening at dusk 
the area in the vicinity of Peel 
and St. Catherine Streets < is 
crowded with people of all ages 
hurrying to classes in the College 
building on Drummond Street 
One thousand, four hundred and 
forty-three- are pursuing special 
interests as 'partials'; the re- 
mainder are' seeking degrees in 
Arts, Science and Commerce or a 
Certificate in Engineering.- 

The Evening Division is an in- 
tegral part of Sir George Wil- 
liams College; indeed, it is from 
the evening educational program- 
me ÔÏ the Montreal, Y.M.C.A. that 
the Day Division came into- exis- 
tence. This reverses the usual 
process whereby the evening 
educational offerings have grown- 
out of the full-time, day univer- 
sity. There is one academic pro- 
gramme available to both day 
and evening students; there is 
one Faculty responsible for 
teaching of both day and evening 
classes. The same degrees are 
granted to day and evening stu- 
dents; the major difference is 
that one body of students re- 
ceives its education in the day, 
and the other acquires it after 
normal working hours.

Evening Students 
In Science Course 
Have Hard Task

The evening science student at 
Sir George is of an unusual breed 
among Canadian college' stu- 
dents. He works during the day 
and studies for his degree at 
night, taking .courses which are 
identical with those given in the 
day. This may involve commit- 
ting oneself to a course with as 
many as six or even eight hours 
of lab work per week. If such are 
the day requirements, no conces- 
sion is granted to the evening' 
student. , Furthermore, such cour- 
ses with heavy lab schedules are 
often prerequisites for a number 
of advanced courses and conse- 
quently unavoidable in the pro-' 
gram of a science major. 

.Confronted with these reali- 
ties, the evening' student of ten- 
finds-, that he cannot take more 
than a single course in the' win- 
ter session, and feels that he is 
doing well if he can handle two. 
Arid his goal is twenty-one. No 
wonder that the program often 
takes more than six years' of cons- 
tant work at the job and at 
school, autumn, winter, spring 
and summer. ' 

The evening engineering "pro- 
gram operates on -a similar basis, 
offering, no concession to the 
evening student, thus compelling 
him to cover, three years of an 
engineering -certificate program 
by attending every night of the 
week for six years.- k . 

In spite of these hardships, our 
largest faculty is the evening di- 
vision. Students come from their, 
jobs from practically every indus- 
trial and hospital lab in the city 
and suburbs (and this creates 
quite. a- parking problem) for 
their college work. They are 
more demanding and critical 
than their day counterparts, and 
.present problems of excess rather 
than insufficient ambition. The 
majority have positions in indus- 
try with which they are content 
to remain since these provide the 
opportunity for growth and. pro- 
motion with academic progress, 
and thus that weighty problem or 
one's career, which overshadows 
the thinking of the day student, 
is. to a large degree, resolved for 
them. Often the company contri- 
butes part or all of their fees. 
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technical workers, accountant! 
and bookkeepers, secretaries, 
salesmen and school teachers, 
draughtsmen, engineers and la- 
boratory workers. Many corns 
from the professions and as many 
confess to being unskilled labou- 
rers. There are nurses and office 
boys, managers and ministers, 
housewives and social workers, 
waitresses and private secreta- 
ries — people. Just people — of 
all kinds — but all of them with 
an Idea, that life can hold mora 
for them than It now holds. 

It is true that most of this stu- 
dent population is in the 20 to 
30 age range; but hundreds arc 
in the 30's. scores are in the 40's 
many in the 50's and some are 
60 years of age or better. Many 
times a grandmother has walked 
: forward proudly to receive her 
degree; at this year's Fall Con- 
vocation, a mother anil a daught- 
er, both evening students, will 
be granted degrees. While most 
of these people live, necessarily, 
in the Montreal area, the dis- 
tances travelled to and from 
school are. in many cases, con- 
siderable: many travel by "pas- 
senger train from points well 
beyond the reach of the normal 
commuter services. 

Air parts of the world are re- 
presented in this student group; 
last year there were forty-seven 
different first-language groups 
representèd on the College rolls. 
Industry and Commerce is more 
than adequately represented in 
this population: 54 corporations 
in the City of Montreal send 20 
or more students to the Evening 
Division. Four organizations have 
three hundred or more employees 
seeking an education at Sir Geor- 
ge after the five o'clock whistle 
blows. 

All of these students have met 
the requirements for admission 
to a recognized Canadian univer- 
sity. Only a few are people who 
have failed in day college work ' 
— and all of these have had to 
re-qualify before being re-admit- 
ted. We must not assume that, 
because they are people who 
dropped out' of day High or Ele- 
mentary School, they could not 




have succeeded had they- stayed 
here. The oft-quoted Harvard Re- i 
port of a few years ago claims 
that fully 25% of the population 
are capable, Intellectually, of 
completing four-year college- edu- 
cation. The evening students at 
Sir George represent, mainly, the 
difference, between the 25% who 
have the ability to go on to col- 
lege and the approximate 4% 
who actually do graduate from 
college. . 

Sir George is sometimes re- 
ferred to, popularly, as the 'col- ■ 
lege of the second chance'; it 
would be dangerous to refer to 
it as 'second class'. Graduates of. 
the Evening College are com- 
peting favourably in graduate 
schools with fellow students who 
took their undergraduate work 
in the day- university. Evening 
students are winning scholar- 
ships and fellowships in impor- 
tant educational institutions in 
the United States and Canada. 
Almost 2% of the evening stu- 
dents enrolled during the 1957-58 
academic year, not including 
those in the graduating class, 
qualified for the Dean's Honour 
List which recognizes- outstanding 
scholastic achievement — the 
standard Is. at least, 60% of 
straight A's In the equivalent of 
five full courses, or a normal 
full-time day college programme. 
Evening students complete this 
course load through taking cour- 
ses in both the normal academic 
year olus a ' thirteen-week sum- 
mer Term. 

The great majority of these 
students have a full-time day job: 
many of them with senior and 
executive responsibilities. More 
than 50'/« of them are married 
and many have families of two 
to three children. Getting an edu- 
cation means accepting a three- 
fold responsibility; the job, (lie 
family and the college. All mem- 
bers of the Faculty and Adminis- 
tration of the College are well 
aware of the countless sacrifices 
that are made by evening stu- 
dents and their families in the

It should be stressed that this 
new administrative service does 
not intend to dictate or impose 
its opinions on the students. It 
is solely a resource contact for 
student program. : In many cases 
we are able to supply important 
background material and assist-in 
solving the various problems 
which arise. 

Most' of the restrictive policies 
which are In effect were devel- 
oped by students-staff com- 
mittees. We also hive regular 
meetings with the student lead- 
ers and, once a year, they have • 
dinner meeting with the Board 
of Governors. We feel that this 
relationship creates a climate of 
trust, and the results are most 
beneficial to alt. 

WORK TOGETHER 

Here at Sir George, we have 
a special situation. The College 
is divided into two divisions: the 
Day and the Evening. Accord- 
ingly, we have the Students Un- 
dergraduate Society, representing 
the day students, and the Evening 
Students Association • represent- 
ing those who attend at night. 
These two bodies operate ind- 
ependently and each have their 
own unique projects and their 
own particular problems. In some 
cases, however, where ' a part- 
icular program has mutual values 
they work together. 

As an exemple of this, we have 
the Georgian Film Society. Many 
people are confused fo find both 
day and evening students on Its 
executive. . The explanation Is 
that it' Is a joint project under- 
taken. by both societies, and part- 
clpated In by students from both 
divisions. The college newspaper 
Is another pro|eet of this nature, 
which is lolntly financed and 
operated by both groups. In all 
Mure are 35 clubs active on our 
campus and more than half of 
these -ere jointly sponsored and 
operated, 

A feature of interest to McGlll 
students Is that many of the 
activities at Sir George have been 
adopted from the McGlll student 
program. As examples, there is 
our cultural program and the 
Garnet Key Society. In many 
other cases, the students of both 
institutions have exchanged ideas 
and cooperated in joint ventures 
to the benefit of both. 

ATHLETIC PARTICIPATION 

'An Important part of the extra- 
curricular activity at Sir George 
is the athletic program. This ii 
governed by the Athletic Council, 
which includes, in addition to 
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six students, representatives from 
the -faculty, the alumni, the ad- 
ministrative staff and the board 
of governors. 

The college is a member of the 
Ottawa St. Lawrence Intercoll- 



egitc Athletic Association, and 
takes part in golf, tennis, swim- 
ming, water polo, soccer, squash, 
basketball and hockey competi- 
tions. Since these activities ar«

Expansion Is The 
Of SGWC's T'

Sir George Williams ■ College 
developed from educational work 
begun in 1873 by the Y.M.C.A. 
In Montreal. In that year, evening 
courses in vocational and educa- 
tional subjects were -given for 
the first time by the Y.M,C.A. to 
employed young men; this was 
the foundation of the i.M.C.A. 
schools. By 1920. people had be- 
•cun to take such an interest m 
this opportunity of furthering 
their education that expansion 
was nccessaryi and an evening 
high school program was begun. 
Six years later, the name Sir 
George Williams College was gi- 
ven to Ihe Y.M.C.A.'s educational 
program, and its doors were 
opened to women as well as men. 
Sir George Williams, after whom 
the college was named, was a 
prominent English businessman 
who with twelve associates, 
founded the Y.M.C.A. In London 
in 1844. He served as treasurer, 
then president, of the Y.M.C.A., 
and was knighted in' 1804. 

The College continued to ex- 
pand at an amazing rate, and in 
1928 the Y.M.C.A. held a bull- 
dim,' campaign to raise $1,500.- 
000, part of which was to be used 
for enlarging the facilities of the 
College. Even - before the new 
portion o fthe Y.M.C.A. building 
had been completed, the College 
extended Its program, and the 
first evening courses at univer- 
sity level wore given. First Year 
♦of Arts, Science. Commerce, and 
pre • Engineering. In 1930, the 
College occupied the new addi- 
tion to the Y.M.C.A. building, 
and continued to grow so quickly 
that the building was expanded 
time and again until it included 
four building annexes. 

In 1931; the Junior College was 
organised, which offered two full 
years of woik at university level 
In Arts, Science, and Commerce, 
leading to the Diploma of As- 
sociate. These courses were still 
evening ones, but a year later, 
day courses were given also in' 
the same three fields. In. 1934, 
the College- expanded still 
further, end the full four-year 
college program, leading to a 
Bachelor's Degree, was offered In 
Arts, Science, and Commerce. 
The first two students graduated 
from the College In 1936. 

Sir George Williams College is 
Justly proud of its assumption of 
responsibility in the preparation 
of veterans for College Entrance 
at the close of World War II. 
Veterans poured into Quebec, 
eager to enter University and 
continue their education; which 
had been interrupted by the war. 
There was no. special organiza- 
tion set up lo look after them: 
the Protestant School Board did 



not want them, as it felt the ve- 
terans should not be mixed wilh 
the young children in its schools; 
McGill could not handle them. 
Sir George Williams College, 
rising to the challenge, opened a 
branch of the College on Clare- 
mont and prepared over 1,000 
veterans to write the Entrance 
cxaminallons, which were set by 
McGill. 

Until 1948, the College was 
conducted under the terms of the 
charter of the Montreal YJA.C.A. 
In March of that year, however, 
the Provincial Legislature grant- 
ed the College a special Charter 
"In order that the work which It 
Is doing may be carried on more 
effectively and advantageously." 
This established the College as a 
body corporate and . politic, for 
the purpose of conducting a col- 
lege or university in the province 
of Quebec, establishing faculties, 
and granting degrees. 

The continual expansion of the 
College soon caused it to spill 
out of the Y.M.C.A. building. 
Space was leased all up and down 
Stanley and . Drummond Streets; 
classes were held in the synago- 
gue across the street, and the 
Salvation Army also housed 
classes. Some lectures took place 
as far away .as Mansfield Street, 
and up ct the Linton Apartments. 
II was obvious that this state of 
affairs could not continue; ad- 
ministration was extremely dlffi- ■ 
cult, and the College was forced 
to turn down the applications of 
many youn<? men and women 
who earnestly desired a univer- 
sity education.. By 19. r *. the en- 
rollment of, the College exceeded 
6,000, and a special committee 
was formed to study the problem. 
That fall the Y.M.C.A; Sir Geor- 
ge Williams College Capital 
Funds Campaign was launched,, 
with an objective of $3,300.000. By 
1954, the generositv of the pu- 
blic had met the objective, and 
the construction of n new Col- 
lege building was begun. In 1950. 
the College, while retaining the 
use of twentv classrooms in the 
Y.M.C.A. buildin" itself, moved 
into its new building. 

In 1957 a two-year Engineering 
program was added to the curri- 
culum. 

Sir George Williams College 
graduates include radio announ- 
cers, lawyers, and presidents of 
firms.' A prominent graduate is 
the present Postmaster-General, 
Mr. William Hamilton. 

Although It Is as yet a young 
college, Sir George Williams has 
already made important contri- 
bution's to the city of Montreal 
and the province as a whole. It 
has become a part of the commu- 
nity, and Is likely to achieve even 
greater prominence and respect 
in future vears.

Administration, and Faculty, 
whose responsibility it will be to 
make recommendations regarding 
immediate and long term needs 
of the College in terms of its 
growth. As' this Committee has 
not yet brought in any report, it 
would be misleading to make any 
statement that might be cons- 
trued as a definite or official sta- 
tement of the College's plans for 
its future. 

It must been be emphatically 
understood that the following 
predictions are very personal, 
based upon the past experience 
of the writer with, the growth of 
the college. They do not express 
in any way the opinions of the 
Board or of the Faculty. 

Whether we at Sir George Wil- 
liams may like it or not, the 
realistic position is tiiat the fu- 
ture of this College depends di- 
rectly upon the future plans and 
growth of McGill University. A 
vigorous, young college growing 
to maturity in the shadow of an 
older and great Canadian Univer- 
sity, Sir George Williams College 
has never considered itself as 
running In competition witli 
McGill, but as complementing 
McGiU's work in meeting the 
higher educational needs of the 
community. It is to be expected 
that this attitude towards our 
function as an educational insti- 
tution will be continued in the 
future as tho best way of making 
the most suitable contribution to 
education in this area. 

We do not feel that this means 
that Sir George Williams College 
is getting only the left-over stu- 
dents who cannot get Into McGill, 
or Is performing only the left- 
over functions. The needs of the 
community have far outstripped 
the means of any on* Institution 
to meet them. This is particularly 
to in term* of th* n**dt for the 
broader field of general educa- 
tion at the higher level In Arts, 
Science, and Commerce. 

-With McGiU's heavy commit- 
ments In graduate and profes- 
sional work, there is a definite 
limit to her means of providing 
services in these areas, services 
that must be met in the face of 
the radical changes taking place 
in our society which call for more 
educated people to cope with the 
increasingly complex problems of 
our civilization. It is likely that 
Sir George Williams College will 
consider this its primary task 
both for its growing day division, 
and for the thousands of evening 
students who annually turn' fo 
this college as the only means of 
obtaining the educational oppor- 
tunities they need. Indeed, the 
first: demands upon the college 
and Jts growth, will probably be 
those of evening undergraduate 
students, and the needs of Mont- 
real firms who now turn to the 
college for the supply of trained 
personnel or - for educational 
openings for their employees. 

As the residuary legatee of 
education in the Montreal area, 
the college is traditionally sensi- 
tive to such demands, and. where 
the needs are consonant with the 
objectives of "higher education 
and are not being provided for 
elsewhere, such demands 'and 
needs are likely to determine In 
part lines- of future growth. 

The immediate futur* for Sir 
Georg* Williams Callage, than, 
will probably b* directed by a 
constant attempt to perfect th* 
lob If I* now dolna, to round out. 
Its program while consistently 
maintaining its standards, and to 
continu» H» Immédiat* services to 
employers and . employees of 
Montreal' business and '. industry. 
It faces at th* » a me time a heavy 
pressura for admission from a 
growing population. Whether It 
will continu* to operate In on* 
centralised unit, or whether it 
will subdivide Itielf Into branches 
or Junior colleges In various 
areas, has not yet been decided.. 
It would seem, however, that th* 
challenge In the present need 
cannot be Ignored, and that ways 
and moans must be. found In th* 
near future whereby the oppor- 
tunities offered by the College 
can b* opened to more and mora 
qualified students seeking gene- 
ral education by day or by night.

"non-intercollegiate" level the 
college competes in junior and 
juvenile basketball, rifle, curling, 
skiing and bowling. 

While we do not have a comp- 
ulsory physical program, our in- 
tramural activities ara popular 
and well attended. In addition, 
•ach day student rec*iv*s a full 
physical membership In Central 
Y.M.C.A., while evening students 
are given limited privileges. 

I should mention that we have 
worked closely with the McGill 
Director of Athletics, for many, 
years, and have received a good 
deal of help from him, and his 
staff. If our teams were a little 
stronger, I believe that a healthy 
series of competitions could be 
developed between the two insti- 
tutions. 

CO-OPERATION KEYNOTE 

One golden thread can be seen 
to run throughout in everything 
that is done at Sir George 
Williams College. The students 
do what they themselves want to 
do, and they do it in sincere 
cooperation with the policy of the' 
institution as it is interpreted 
by the -Student Affairs Office. 
This coopération Is the key to its 
success. It Is based . on the 
staff's respect for the judgment 
and maturity of the students, 
and the students' desire to act in 
a manner which will never cause 
disrespect for the educational 
institution of which he is à part
